Method of Making Pits 
For Storing Vegetable* 


Select a well drained location, make 
a shallow excavation about six inches 
ueep, line It with straw, hay, leaves or 
similar material anti place the vegeta 
hies in a coni* ut pile on tile liutug 
Make the bottom of the pile about the 
same size us but not lurger titan the 
bottom of the excavation. 
Cover the vegetables with the aa me 
material as that used for lining the 
trot tom of the pit uud carry ll up sec 
etui Inches atroce the apex of the pile 
of vegetables, having ll extend through 
the dirt covering 
'rills serves as a 
ventilating flue, ami It should lie cover 
ed with a piece of till or a short ls>aid 
us a protection from rain. 
The dirt covering should t>e two oi 
three inches thick when the vegetables 
are stored, aud it should be increased 
as severely cold weather approaches 
until It Is a foot or more iii thickness. 
or sufficient to protect from freezing 
The slmllovv trench around the base 
of the pit should have un outlet for car­ 
rying oil the water. 
Supplement the 
dirt covering with manure, straw, corn 
fodder or other protective material 
Cue several small pits Instead of one 
large one, as vegetables keep better in 
small pits, and the entire contents (nay 
be removed when the pit is opened,
